How the Thieves Secceeged for Many 
Months in Baffling the Detectives 


A Startling Story. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PITTSBURGH (Pa), April 11.—[By the | fine si 
Associated Press.] Detectives have un- 
earthed à gigantic conspiracy for ropbing 
the Panhandle Company. Nearly half a 
million dollars’ worth of freight and tools is 
said to have been carried away by then 
plunderers. Most of the men involved in 


t | the plot are conductors and brakemen in the 


employ of the road. This morning a con- 
certed raid began on the boarding-places 
and homes of the Panhandle Railroad em- 
ployés by a squad com 100 police- 
men, detectives and constables.\ At 9 o’clock 
this morning forty-f uctors and 
brakemen were locked up in the county o 
jail. The early trains from the west were 
held in the yard by a display of re‘ signals, 
At Fourth avenue the officers boarded the 
trains, knowing the men that were wanted,

“Buenos Ayres,” Mr. Sanford con- 
tinued, is the Chicago of South Amer- 
ica. It is not a languorous, tropical 
sity. where siestas and day dreams 

orm the chief element of existence. It 
is a city as live, progressive and enter- 
prising as any in the northern or west- 
ern States. Ithas a population of 450,- 
000. If its ratio of increase shall con- 
tinue as it has in the past we shall 
reach 900,000 in the next decade. The 
immigration to the Argentine Republic 


is not less than 125,000 annually.’ 
„From what countries do these peo- 


K say every 
part of the civ ized lobe, but, as a 
matter of fact, by far the great major- 
ity are Italians. There are some Irish 
and some English, French and Ger- 
mans among the immigrants. But 
more numerous than all these combined 
are the Italians. They make good 
laborers. They build our railways and 
canals. The ranks of our porters. nav- 

vies, milkmen, brickmasons and cur- 
penters are largely recruited from this 
Class. Our buildings are similar to 
those in Spain and Italy, with large 
courtyards in the center.
